HIO  Northern  was  founded  by  one  whose  integrity  and  sin- 
cerity  has  left  wonderful  influence  upon  the  institution  It 
still  retains  the  widespread  popularity  and  enviable  reputation 
which  was  his  highest  ambition  to  establish.  It  has  been 
the  means  by  which  hundreds  of  men  and  women  have  been 
able  to  attain  one  of  the  most  priceless  of  treasures,  an  educa¬ 
tion  These  loyal  sons  and  daughters  have  gone  from  this 
place  of  learning,  carrying  a  spirit  of  love  and  reverence  for 
their  Alma  Mater.

As  a  result,  the  men  of  Ohio  Northern  University  have  received 
creditable  recognition  in  the  present  war.  Since  our  country  has  taken  up  arms  in 
the  defense  of  Democracy,  the  spirit  of  devotion  to  the  national  cause  has  been 
especially  marked  among  the  students.
